The year 1956-has surely been 
bountiful for Duke Ellington and 
his orchestra. Duke, besides being 
voted into the Downbeat Maga- 
zine Hall of Fame, has enjoyed a 
great deal of success in his latest 
composition, “New Port Suite” and 
the lengthy “Drum Is Like a 
Woman.” Although the length of 
jazz works has been increasing, it 
is not a new innovation in jazz for 
as far back as 1933 the Ellington 
orchestra first did “Ebony Rhap- 
sody.” 

In 1917 Duke Ellington, a prom- 
ising young painter, turned down 
a scholarship at the Pratt Institute 
in New York to work as a ragtime 
piano player at a bar called the 
“Poodle Dog Cafe.” A short time 
later Duke and his band were head- 
lining the bill at the famous Cot- 
ton Club, which often engaged 
such groups as the King Oliver 
and the Ben Pollack bands. 

On Feb. 2, 1932, he brought his 
then famous orchestra to New York 
to record his Classic “Lazy Rhap- 
sody” and “It Don’t Mean a Thing 
if It Aain’t Got That Swing.” The 
latter seemed to describe the era 
which was to follow in three short 
ycars, 


‘Today the Ellington band is con- 
sflered by many as the best jazz 
band around, especially since the 
return of alto saxophonist Johnny 
Hodges. The personnel includes 
such fine musicians as Ray Nance 
and Cat Anderson on trumpets, 
clarinetist. Jimmy Hamilton with 
Harry Carney and Hodges in the 
sax section, plus drummer Sam 
Woodyard and arranger-composer 
Billy Strayhorn.
